Subject explained WAfflfSR^S safety in the 1944 assasdnatlon attempt as dne to 
the fact that ■oyerybody knev^ that he would haye no part in treason and that 
CANARIS had neyer attempted to recruit him because WAQNER was a man of honor 
and loyal through and threu^. Subject vent on to state that some one else had 
published a book about this 1943 interlude, claiming most of the credit for 
himself ~ '^Uhlch Hade Ur. VAGNER angry# and he was going to sue, but I dissuaded 
him# because it would only attract more attention to the matter end do no good..." 
^Subject is greatly attached to WACHraR. Subject has promised to try to proylde

During the Wor vwe you in CSR? Yes. (Clear), 

Did you protect the inhabitants of the CSK frequently against the NAZIS? Tea. 

SllJ^t reaction, Sixbject alleged he ha^] helped laaiiy, simply beesmae he 
was "hmaane". (See also quostions ro secj et funds, below,) Subject appears 
to at least a good extent to have done such aselstance-worh, since he would 
otherviso have reacted imich more strongly — g specially if ho had done the 
reverse, ihibject xakes many nrotostatlons of l-ienscliliciikelt" and "Christian 
Morality*- ?j\d profesae» a rigi'it-wlng Eepublican type of political philosophy. 
Ordinarily such protestations arouse suspicion, but in this case I an inclined 
to view them meroly as a harioless eccentricity me cover for the subject's 
main aim, which is to engage in espionage end make a good living tliereby. 

Do you Ynov the gentlemen? Dr. Hans Wegner and Richai’d Kueuale}*? las. 

Have you lied to me about Dr. Vagner and Mr, Kuenzlai^ any way? No, 

Subject appears to in tho clear on tbeso quest ions. 

Have you a secret source of income be old o a ns? No, 

Other than you told no, have you a secret soui-cc of income? No, 

These questions caused the subject concern. On interrogation he stated that 
he knew one Seferla fcESNIEOUSKY (Baron), Now a physlolan at the MUNICIPAL 
SANATARITTM, Oatlgvllle, H. T. with whore he had had the following relational 
In 1943 CZES. came to see subject, to "gat some girl off tha police hook, as 
she was Innocent but in danger of her life ceenuoe of various slanders,.." 
Subject !»lleges that he tore up the file against her after investigating the 
case, but that the name of the girl now escapes his mind "in fact the whole 
occurrence is haay in ay atnd".... I asked him whetbei" he did net take a 
groat risk in doing this sort of thing (i*. e,, aiding Csechs), and subject 
said he had once even helped a Comnninlst ("vho was a decunt man") and nearly 
got into serious trouble over it. Subject had known CZES. before that in 
Flsn, where he (CZES, ) had been directoi of the JANOPF Sanatorium, "tot did 
not know him ve^. Subject deniod taking bribes In this and similar cases in 
which he helpdd Czechs during the war. That v;as tho Inot he sew of CZES., un^ 
in 1951 "the Secretary of CZKS." approached the subject and said that CZES. 
wanted to take up contact ngakr^^tht^lfe "oubjeetoffid than): him for reacTilng 
the girl in 1943* The two men 'now stmek up a close friendship. Subject ol'te 
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had dinner at Czob.’b hon* , and oamd to be^ y^ry Ci .*c ehildjont, eepocially 

since he was at that time separated ftom his own family. In 1951 Dr. Czes. had 
an automobile accident and had to post bail of DM 1,000. At that time subject allegee 
he had sayings of DM 1,800, so that he adyAnced the sum to Czee., without interest. 

The yerdlot was two month *8 suspended sentence and DM 1,000 fine against Czes., so 
that the court transferred the bond money to satisfy the sentence, Czes. was In 
a desperate situation at that time, because, if he had not been able to pay, he would 
not have been allowed to emigrate... Subject alleges Czes still owes him ab^t 
DM 146 and that he had reoelved reMltances from abroad from Czes of $10 or $20 
at a time through legal channels (converted to VIA by the Banks) j also two $5,00 
green notes sent in the mall. Subject corresponds with Czes., but alleges he did 
not think of him as a ” contact” in the sense of the interrogation I hed done at 
the outset, as this was merely a personal friend, (CONTINUED BELOV) 

As far as you know, were you bom in Teplltze? Yes. (Clear), 

In connection with this question, subject suddenly poppoed up with a strange 
statanenti IHe said,”I am sure I was bom in tfiflMy Teplitze, but I can not 
guarantee I am Aryan •.... after all, who knows/lflHt his fa^er is.... my laother 
could haye played around, you know....” Subject did not apparently intend this as 
a Joke, and as a ^ak qualifying statement it was strangely out of place. He did 
not lose composure, either, as he normally would if this were eons weird statement 
that just popped out of his mouth. He added, ”That is not to say that I think I am 
partly Jewish, or anything like that..,.” (Or words to that effect.) It is only 
in retrospect that the statement takes on its importance, since, if the subject 
had some doubts as to his ancestry (actual as pm opposed to legal, since be mst 
certainly haye been investigated as to racial origin by Gestapo) it might help ki 
explain his predisposition to help the subject peoples. Otherwise this predis- 
position might seem grounded in a trait of character or disposition to aid the 
underdog ^^oh might, under certain circumstances, come to be an obstacle to us — 
especially if coupled \d.th any latent tendency to ignore the intent of orders given 
him. Unfortunately I did not at the time think to ask Mm whether he believes 
he may be of non-Aryan ancentry. Perhaps, however, the subject, who Is very 
shrewd, was trying to provoke this lino of thought.,.,

sources: of income? (No) subject continued to be sensitive. He explained he

He denied any and all 
other sources. To the question: Have you source of income from another I.S.7 No., 
subject showed no significant reaction. To the question* "Besides the DM 460, 
have ytni other debts?* (No) subject appears to be telling the trut^, (He explained 
he owes this to his wife for funds advanced to Dr 3 SCHNE EVEI3S, BOPIINISCH 

and NOLB in connection with his defense against extradition in Austria.) To the * 
additional questions* *Have you another source of money?” (No); *Are you mainly 
interested in money?” (No); ”Did you tell me the truth about your sources of 
income?”^ Yes ) 1 subject showed enough sensitivity soi that one has to report that 
he/®3 saBftthing on his mind with regard to these questions that he does not 
care to disclose (and may not feel we are entitled to know.) This, whaAever It 
is, does iaoif appear to be serious, as, in spite of a considerable harassment- 
program undertaken on this point, e real anxiety never was built up, such as would 
be normal to this subject if he were concealing something vital or even serious. 

It would seem logical to expect, in any case, that a person of this type (He 
states he "saved DM 4,000 while working for IBO”,,.) who has lived bl€u:k so 
many years, might well have developed some sources he would not think were our 
business. I believe the subject is strongly attached to^^q^ey end, fondness 
for it that is by no means unusual in the World, j
